ASSAY LABORATORY LOSSES. 


Seventy samples of miscellaneous pallion of various grades, many of 
which were brittle, were regeaived by the Bureau aie various institutiozis. 
Thess samples were weighed and distributed to various laboratories in ‘ii 
service for assay, many df the samples being sent to five laboratories. 
In ell 6357 ass-ys were maile. The final scrap was also weighed and, after 
allowing for the amount used in making the assays, 2 loss of 15-18 erems . 
was shown. Considering first, the number of brittle samples, secondly, that 
the semples traveled about in the malls extensively, and thirdly, thet a 
portion oif the loss vould be recovered in the wm sweeps at the different 
laboratories, it woud certainly be liberal to place the leboretory loss 

in the edad work of & mint laboratory at 20 milligrams per assay, which

By melting the grains into 
2 pay moathly this uncertainty will be practically eliminated.
